Will Support La Follette.

fairs at the capital and they say that 
there is no doubt that not only will a 
proper primary election law be passed 
but that the most of the taxation meas- 
ures demanded by Mr La Follette in 
his mesasge will be passed.

Cry of fire Causefl Wild Stampede In a

Chicago, Jan. 14.—By a boy's- false 


cry of flre a stampede of a thousand 
persons, most of whom were women 
and children, at West Twelfth Street 
Turner hall, resulted in the death of 
flve and injury of nearly a hundred.

Church of England, is a great lover 
of hymns. Her favorites used to be 
"Nearer My God to* Thee," Jesus lov- 
er of My Soul," and "How Sweet the 
Name of Jesus Sounds." 
Of late 


years her choice has become confined 
almost entirely to hymns relating to 
the future 
state or breathing the 


state of resignation. 
At service, she 


has 
frequently asked that the choir 


slug "Wake for the Night is Plying." 


Wilhelm, the young and energetic 


German Emperor, is a sincerely mor- 
al and religious man. 
He is a Prot- 


estant, 
believing in the tenets of 


Luther. 
Wilhelm is one of the few 


monarchs in history who have preach- 
ed. 
On his yacht he never takes a 


minister along, but personally acts 
as 
spiritual 
father 
of the family 


aboard. 
On Sundays at sea he con- 


ducts divine service, taking his place 
behind the altar and preaching

in 


those of his rulership.

The Czar of Russia, the only lay-

closed carriage, attended by ten thous- 
and soldiers, and all along the line 
of march the people shout as he pass- 
es: "There is no God but Allah and 
Mohammed is his prophet." 
On all 


other days in the- year he worships 
in private. 
The Khedive of Egypt 


and all his family are' also of the Mo- 
hammedan 
faith. 
The 
shah 
of 


mosque of Mohammet Ali in 
Cairo, 


once a year, the Khedive and all the 
male members of his household at- 
tend divine worship. 
No outsider is 


permitted to attend. 
The Shah of 


Persia is a Mohammedan who 
ob- 


serves his religious duties only in a 
most perfunctory and worldly way. 
The Sultan of Morocco, a young man 
only eighteen years old, is of the Mo- 
hammedan faith, the religion of his 
predecessors. 


Menelik II., King of Abyssinia, goes 


to his native church every day in the 
year. 
On Sunday he attends Holy 


Trinity church; for Christianity was 
introduced into his country in the 
fourth century. 


The King of Siam is a Buddhist and 


was for a time a prtest.as is the cus- 
tom o£ all rulers of that counti-y. Dur- 
of all the'rulers of that country. 
Dur- 


ing his priesthood he shaved his head 
and temporarily gave up the crown 
to wear a yellow cotton scarf about his 
waist and spend his days in fasting 
and prayer. 
The emperor and em- 


press of Japan are disciples of Shin- 
toism, the faith of their ancestors for 
centuries back. 
They are both at-' 


tentive to their religious duties though 
their outward 
lives ' unconscious- 


ly carries out many of the teachings 
of Christianity.

•emperor of China is the greatest mar- 
tyr to religious ceremonials.

To work a small farm to a profit 


within easy reach of railroad commun- 
ication is simply a matter ot some 
capital, a decided preference for the 
work, average intelligence, persistent 
and patient industry and good health.

out of work for some time, by no 
choice of his own. 


•He went down- into Jersey, bought 


ten acres of land at a hundred dollars 
an acre, paying five hundred cash and 
giving his bond for the remainder. 
With the balance he bought a horse 
and cow, a second-hand wagon and 
settled himself to earn a new living. 
Hte arid his wife, with a five-year-old 
child, lived for two years in a shanty. 
But this man had the tenacity of a- 
bulldog, the self-reliance of a drum- 
mer, 
and the patience of a trained 


nurse. 
When he had been on his 


place eight years I paid him a visit. 
His wife met me 'at the depot, three 
miles from 
her home, with a two- 


seated rig and a lively team, 


I found the couple living in a new 


cottage that had been built oy day lab- 
or, and which the owner had 'painted 
himself. 
It 
was a very 
tasteful 


structure and was already prettily 
shaded by the trees that he had set 
out. 
In reply to my questions 
he 


said that he calculated to make about 
eight hundred dollars a year clear. He 
had bought the adjoining twenty ac- 
res on easy terms and had put most of 
it into good growing shape.—J. P. 
Mowbray in The World's Work

TRAINS BURIED IN SNOW. 


The Known Dencl In BnnKlnn Snowatorral 


Number 
ISO. 


Odessa, Jan. 14.—Communication 


with the world has been reopened aft- 
er ten' days' isolation. The snow bliz- 
zard continued unceasingly 
for 
100 


hours, and it is reported that 120 per- 
sons perished. Eighteen thousand sol- 
diers now are at work clearing the 
railroad tracks of snow. 
Passengers 


who walked in through the deep sn'ow 
from the imprisoned trains tell awful 
stories of the sufferings of the rail- 
road passengers who were overtaken 
by the »torm. 
Thousands o£ persons 


left St. Petersburg, Moscow, Kieff and 
elsewhere for Odessa on Jan. 6 for the 
Russian Christmas, which, as the event 
proved, they were doomed to spend iso- 
lated from the world. 
For five days 


and five nights they were half starved 
and half frozen. The first train struck 
the blizzard south of Razdyelnaia and 
was soon stuck in a twelve-foot drift. 
The passengers were not alarmed, ex- 
pecting, that the line would be cleared 
quickly. 
They made 
themselves 
as 


comfortable as they could at the' sta- 
tion. The expected help did not come 
and in the course of twenty-four hours 
three.more trains arrived. There were 
then 1,800 persons huddled in the sta- 
tion with vanishing hope of relief. The 
food stores rapidly dwindled and the 
passengers 
became 
alarmed. They 


clamored that something be clone. A 
telegram was sent demanding help, but 
there was no response. 
Another 
24 


hours passed and 
two 
more trains 


laden with terrified and hungry pas- 
sengers arrived. 
They had occupied 


sixteen hours in covering forty miles. 
No mails have been received here for 
six dayse. Corpses have been kept un- 
buried for eight days, as it has been 
impossible to inter them. The conduct 
of the railway authorities . is loudly 
condemned. 
So far, only the 
most 


meager reports have 
been 
received 


from the district swept by the blizzard, 
and it is feared that serious loss o,{ 
life has resulted in the smaller towns 
and villages.

AX ORDINANCE relating to tbe installation 
and irmimaiuence of metallic return cir- 
cuits for conveyiuff electricity used as a motive 
powor for railroads and street railways. 
The Mayor and Common Council of the City 
of JnuesvilJe do ordain as follows: 
Sec. I. Every person, firm or corporation, ope- 
ra ting, owning or controlinga railroad or Street 
Bvilway within tliecityof Jane5villc,upOn which 
cars areNiow, or hereafter shall be operated or 
pi-opel'ed by electricity as the motive powor 
•with a grounded return cucuit for conveyiuff 
the electricity, shiill install and maintain a me 
tallio return circuit of such cross section and 
conductivity for conveying the electricity so 
used as a motive power tbat the maximum dif- 
ference of potential will.uot at any time exceed 
one volt between any part of sncb metallic re- 
turn circuit and any water pipes, gas pipej, te- 
lephone or telegraph cables or other metals not 
installed for the purpose of forming a part of 
sucli metallic return circuit, and that there vrill 
not be a variation in djil'cronce of potential ex 
eeeoing one half volt between any two measure- 
ments at the same time at points along aud up- 
on said metallic return circuit.within a distance 
of three hundred fe«t 01 less from each other. 
Such metallic return circuit shall be installed 
and maintained in accordance with the pro- 
visions of any ordinance ol tho city of Janes- 
ville. now or hereafter in force. 


Sec. 11. Such metallic return circuit shall be 
installed and in use on or before the first day 
of July 1901. 


Sec. III. Any person, firm or corporation vio- 
lating the terms of this ordinance, or who fnil», 
neglects, or refuses to comply therewith shall 
upon conviction thereof be lined not less than 
twenty-five dollars nor more than fifty dollars; 
and such person, firm, or corporation shall be 
deemed guilty ol a separate and distinctofTence 
for every day during which such person, lirm or 
corporation violates, fails, neglects or refuses 
to comply with uny or all of the requirements 
of this ordinance. 


Sec. IV. This ordinance shall take ellcct and 
be in force from and after its passage and pub- 
lication, which publication shall be for turca 
successive days. 
Passed Jany. 7th. 1901.

ARMY CANTEEN 
ji/USFORTUNE. 


The senate has concurred by a de- 


cisive vote in the House amendment to 
the army bill abolishing the canteen. 
Senators : unite with representatives 
. in disposing ol this question in 
ac- 


cordance with political, not military, 
expediency. 
They treat with indif- 


ference the views of the secretary 
of war and the expert opinion of army 
officers and enact harmful legislation 
clamorously demanded by the Wom- 
an's Christian Temperance associa- 
tion, 
it-'would be another matter if 


that organization would demand that 
there be no canteen at the capitol. 


This is not because congressmen 


have any respect lor the opinions of 
that organization, but because they be- 
lieve that .'in this instance there are 
more votes to TDC lost by disobeying 
its instructions than will be, lost by 
obeying'them". 
The abolition of'the 


canteen : will increase drunkenness in 
the army and thus, tend to demoralize 
it. 
Th^t counts for nothing. Where 


votes are concerned all other consid- 
erations yield. 
• While! the temperance women can- 
not themselves.vote, congressmen be- 
lieve they can influence many votes. 
It is apparent to these civilians who 
are striking at the efficiency of the 
army that there is only a languid inter- 
est in favor of the canteen outside 
of purely'military circles. 
Certain 


army officers can exert great influence 
in congress in other directions. They 
can lO'boy through personal legislation 
or defeat legislation designed to de- 
prive them of soft jobs. 
But they 


h'ave noi/votes behind them, and when 
a question comes vtp like this of the 
canteen i army influence, even though 
exerted-on the right side, is ineffect- 
ual,

T!ie Hquor interest, lof which many 


congressmen have respect, has been 
neutral in this contest. 
Probably it 


would prefer to see the canteen abol- 
ished, believing that without it sol- 


' -diers would drink much more than 


they do and pay more for every drinli 
they take. 
Certainly the saloon men 


near army posts will be glad to have 
the canteen abolished, 


The mass of the people who have 


no personal knowledge of the matter 
are inclined to believe that, the offic- 
ers, who are in close touch 'with the 
soldiers, who, have to care for them 
in camp arid lead theni in battle, are 
interested in having these soldiers as 
efficient as possible, and • know better 
than politicians oor fanatics in petti

CONDITION 
OF THE TREASURY 


Goyernor La Follette's message in- 


dicates that the treasury is depleted 
and that but for the advance of $50,- 
000 by one of the railroad companies 
the balance on hand would be .less 
than $5,000 on Jan. 1, 1901. 
That lia- 


bilities of $100,000 will be incurred 
during the next sixty days, and that 
unpaid appropriations of some $320,- 
000 are carried over from the last 
session of the legislature. 


These figures would be startling 


were it not for the fact that the con- 
dition of a treasury, like the size of 
a bank account on a given date, is 
sometimes misleading.- 
A man's fi- 


nancial standing is not determined by 
his cash balance at a given date, but 
by his available and prospective re- 
sources to meet liabilities. 
This is 


true o>f the state treasury. 
The leg- 


islature two years ago provided re- 
sources for meeting the budget of the 
biennial period. One of the last 'acts 
of the session of 189S-9 was to pass 
an appropriation bill of something ov- 
er $700,000 for buildings at the uni- 
versity, home for feeble minded, state 
reformatory and other state institu- 
tions. 
The governor refused to sign 


the bill, because he feared that money 
would not be in sight to meet the re- 
quirements, but as time went on lib- 
eral receipts warranted spending a 
part of the appropriation, and as a re- 
sult, the university building was erect- 
ed, as well as one at Chippewa, and 
in'all some $400,000 was used. The 
balance of the appropriation, not yet 
expended can hardly be considered 


a liability. 
It is canceled by limita- 


tion. 


The tax levy and corporation pay- 


ments will supply the treasury with 
ample funds before the close of the 
present session, and it of course re- 
mains for the legislature now in ses- 
sion to provide for the next two years. 


Until the state provides for a fixed 


treasury balance, the same as the 
United States does with its gold re- 
serve, there will always exist certain 
seasons of the year when the cash 
balance on hand will be small, and 
the 
commencement 
of -a calendar 


year usually makes, the smallest ex- 
liibit. 
A newly elected 
governor 


comes into possession of the office at 
this period and the balance sheet 
very naturally presents a discouraging 
outlook. 
The situation is' not always 


as bad as it appears on the surface. 
The people have the utmost confidence 
in Governor La^Follette, 
and will 


heartily endorse any recommendation 
along the line of practical economy 
and reform. 


EDUCATIONAL SYSTEM. 


The recommendation in- Governor 


La 
Follette's 
message -concerning 


country schools, will be heartilyjen- 
clorsed by the people of the stale. The 
;overnor makes the startling state- 
ment that only one out of every one 
hundred pupils in country schools ever 
graduates from a high school course, 
and that the service is BO insufficient 
that people are obliged to move into 
the cities to educate their children. 
He recommends better equipment for 
the district school, as well as adding 
to the 
course of study a practical 


branch in agriculture. 
This is a 


thoughtful suggestion and worthy of 
hearty endorsement. 
The 
state 


spends large sums of money every 
year in the interests of higher edu- 
cation and for the benefit of a very 
limited class as compared with the 
masses. 
While the university is an 


honor to the state, of which every 
citizen is proud, the great university 
of life where the masses are trained, 
should be entitled to first considera- 
tion. 
The 
success 
o-f the 
higher 


schools of learning depends largely 
upon the intelligence of the common 
schools.

New York. Jan. 14.—In the annual 


report of the state board of assessors, 
which has just.been submitted to tho 
New Jersey legislature, it is stated 
that 6,065 corporations organized un- 
der the laws of the state of New Jersey 
have paid into the treasury during the 
last year the sum of $2,051,209. As the 
corporation tax rate in this state is 
one-tenth of one per cent on the paid- 
in capital stock, or SI tax for every 
$1,000 capital paid in, the 6,065 cor- 
porations must have paid tax upon $2,- 
051,209,000 paid-in capital stock. 
The 


"state corporation department estimates 
that the 6,065 corporations assessed 
have a paid-in capital stock of 20 per 
cent of the authorized capital stock. If 
the tax of $2,051.209 which represents 
$2,051,209,000 paid-in capital stock, is 
20, per cent of 'the authorized capital 
stock,the' authorized, capital stock must 
be five times $2,051,209,000, or the sum 
of $10,256,045,000. 


The increase of the number of mis- 


cellaneous corporations assessed dur- 
ing the year over that of 1S99 is 1,136, 
although in reality 1,807 new compa- 
nies were added to the list in 1900. 


The difference of 671 companies rep- 


resents those whose charters were for- 
feited by the proclamation of Governor 
Voorhess in May last for non-payment 
of taxes.

Sev- 
eral eastern firms received orders for 
goods on sixty and ninety days' time 
by the firm of "M. M. Lipschitz & Co." 


After_a few days the orders were 


honored as the credit of the firm of 
that name was excellent.
